tion a fraction rtpre.-enMng the difference be¬
tween 1 22600 and 1 22700.

Our correspondent is right. It was our

careless reading of ibe extinct from tbe
Popular Science Monthly tbat misled us.a

Yery careless reading it seems now to have
been, since we have come to understand tbe
meaning of the extract. Here is the ex

tract :

?'From a consideration of all the measures
of Uranus's satellites tbe author assigns us
the mass of that planet 1-22600 of tbe miss of
the sun, and he estimates tbe probable error
of the denominator of this fraction at 100 ;
80 that we' may say that this mass is not less
than 1-22700, and not more than 1-22500 -
that is the mass is determined within less
than l-200rfiart of its value."
The fractions 1-22500, 1-22600, and 1-22700

are fractions of the mass of tbe sun. The
fraction 1-200 is a fraction of tbe mass of
Uranus. We read tbe extract as If the frac¬
tion bad all bad reference to tbe same ob¬
ject. Hence our mistake. Our correspondent
sees, too, why we stated the error to be 1-200
of 1-22500. We bad the sun in our eye.a
large mote.

A Falling Rock mom Lookout Moun¬
tain-.The Chattanooga (Tennessee) Com .

mereial says : " On Sunday hundreds of
people visited the Mountain for the purpose
of taking a look at the immeaae mass which
la slowly severing itself from the ledge of
rocka at Bragg's Bluff, near the toll-gate.
The first indications of this severing process
were discovered about a week ago, and since
then the work has been almost constantly
going on. The greatest progress bo far dis¬
covered has been as inch an hour, but on
Sunday at 3:30 P. M. it bad reached a dis¬
tance of about six'een feet from the parer t
ledge. The crevice is about thirty feet deer»
The length of the faling rock is about one
hundred feet, the width about twenty-five
feet, and the weight is estimated to be 6,000
tons. The rock commences just above the
spring, near the toll gate, out of which,
standing under this great mass of rock, so
many people have drank, feeling perfectly
secure. When the rock falls it will take with
it this oool chamber where so many have
slaked their thirst. The severed part is or¬
namented by three pretty good forest trees.
The distance between the road and the cliff
is so small that the rock will undoubtedly
fall across the road and go thundering down
the side of the mountain, carrying with it
trees and whatever may be in its track. Peo¬
ple are stilt passing in front of it on foot,
and a few venturesome ones on horseback.
Sunday night about 10 o'clock some thirty
tons of rock fell from the front of the moving
mass. It is stiil moving, though less rapidly
than heretofore. Tbe fall will be a wonder¬
ful sight."

So** Facts
'About thb Forests of the

WOBijb..[JLand and Water.].The forest*
of Europe are estimated as being 50,000,000
acres In extent, or about twenty per cent, or
the whole are* of the Continent. To North
America it Is reckoned that 1>480,000,000
acres are covered with treea, of which area

1)00,000,000 are in British North America.
In Sjuth America forests occupy 700,000,000
seres. The total amount for the two conti¬
nents of the New World and Europe Rives
3,600,000 geographical miles. The propor-j
tion of forest land to the whole area o(
Europe, as above stated, is computed at

twenty per cent. ; in America, twenty-one
per cent, Supposing, therefore, twenty
per cent* to "he the proportion in Asia,
Africa, and Australia, ttoe grand total
of the forests of the world cover a space of
7,734,000 geographical miles. The areas of
State forests and woodlands are estimated at

the following figures in the following Eu¬
ropean countries: Prussia. 6,200,000 acres;
Bavaria.3 294.000 acres; France, £700.000 ;
Austria, 2,230,000 ; Hanover, 900.000; Wur-

temburg, 469,087; Saxony, 395,000; Eng¬
land, 112 376. The range in height of trees
varies from the miniature alpine willow of a

few Inches in height to the stupendous Wrl-

liog'onla, wbl?h grows to a neigai. 01 oov

feet, although indond it f* stated tbat one of
the eucalypti often reaches a height of 420
feet in Victoria. In Sclavonic a tree called
the aapio attains a beiebt of 275 feet, and t be
umbrella pines of Italy 200 feet. Tbe Cali¬
fornia hie; trre is said to girth ninety-six feet.
Tbe destruction of wood* and forests, how¬
ever, is very enormous. and in the majority
of Instances no attempts are beiog made for
their reproduction. In Sooth Africa, we are

told, millions of acres are destroyed and
made waste annuitly. In New Z3aland tbe

thirty per cent, of forest existing in 1830
bad sank to twenty-eight in 1868, aDd to

eighteen Jn 1873; which rate of diminution,
if 'Continued, would result in tbe total de¬
struction of tbe New Zeahrd foreBts by
1889. Tn America. in tbe United States
especially.the consumption of timber is
enormous and although publicauennon nas

been called to the matter, and the United
St.»<es statute of March, 1875, imposes a tine
of $500 or a year's imprisonment tor wanton

fojjury or destruction of trees, and also a fine
of .200 or six months' imprisonment for
allowing cattle to injure trees 44 on National
Grounds," the yearly consumption und im-
provident use of timber is incredible. Al¬
though, says the Scientific American, there
are no available statistics to show the exact
rate of speed with which they are using up
the wood supply, it is easy to see thafit is
being done with great rapidity. Taking the
legitimate use of timber alore, industries
ba*-ed on its manufacture constitu'e the se*

cond In point of magnitude in America, aDd
are onlv exceeded by the iron interest.
About 150.000 persons are stated to be em¬

ployed In producing sawed lumber abce;
§143 500,000 are invested therein; "and
1,295,000 laths, 3,165.000,000 shingles, and
12.766,000,000 feet of timber are yearly
manufactured." On the secondary indus¬
tries based on the use of lumber bs a raw

material, carpentry, cabinet-making, ship¬
building, etc., millions of people are em¬

ployed. According to Professor Brewer's
assertion, wood forms the fuel of two thirds
the population, and the partial fuel of nine
tenths of the remaining third; add this to
the former estimate, and some general idea
will be obtained of the enormous dnin upon

- American forests that is constantly iu pro¬
gress. As a fact, it is well known that in
1672 as many as 10,000 acres of forest were

stripped of their timber to supply Chicago
with fuel, and yet no attempt made to re-
produce.
A Lively Cockatoo..Mr. P. Madeira, of

Philadelphia, has a cockatoo of which the
Press thus speaks: "A9 we entered bis store
a few days ago our attention was arrested by
ai exceedingly familiar 'How de do?' In a

moment it was repeated, and we discovered
tbat we were greeted by a large white bird,
which hopped politely forward to interview
us and ascertain our business. Upon In¬
quiring his name be introduced himself as

( Crocky,' and opened tbe conversation by re¬

marking, 'Nice day.' Mr. Madeira now came

up, and from him we obtained some interest¬
ing particulars concerning bis bird, which
proves to be a fifty-year-old cockatoo, with a

history full ot travel and adventure. About
forty years ago the master of an Indiaman
bought him off the coast of China for an old
musket. He learned to talk on board ship,
and was finally brought to this city, where
the master presented him to his brother, a

grocer on Second street. He was soon,
however, sold to the lodge keeper of the
Penoeylvania Hospital, where he remained
for thirty years, bis fame spreading far and
wide. Hundreds of people went to sre
bim, and he was finally purchased by
the late Mr. M. W. Baldwin, at whose
death he was given to Mr. Madeira, who
has bad him eight years, and has re¬
fused $T;00 for bim. Mr. Madeira has also
two other similar birds of great value.
Crocky has completed his first half-century,
and, as he is one of a long-lived race, ba3 a

prospect of seeing our second centennial.
He has a beautiful crest of yellow feathers,
and wben excited spreads them out in a re¬
markable manner. He is very intelligent,
and is always ready to display bis accom¬
plishment", especially to children, who visit
him in great number?, and are loth to leave
even wben Crocky screams 1 Good-bye;
